Now I am em- 
bold ened to preſent vnto your Honora- 
ble and moſt accurate view, theſe poore 
meditations concerning the death of the 
body, and the reſurrection of the ſame, 
meditatiõs not vnneceſſary, for they con- 
cerne all men living .

ready, yet they are as teſtimonies of my 
humble ſeruice and duty to your Honor,

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nate, i I may ſo ſpeake: vnto the which 
if your Lordſhip thal pleaſe to grant that 
- encoyragement, which Anto your godly | 
; Zeale and good wiſedome ſhall ſeeme 
meete, they ſhall be ready both to. ac- 
knowledge & reacequit the lame to their 
vttermolt, with daily prayer vnco Got 
for encreaſe of Honour and pfolpexity 
vnto your Lordſhip, and yours, this 
new yeare and alwries. 


A table ofthe chief things, con- 
tained im this booke. 


Firſt a briefe expoſition of the words of 
Chriſt, Lazarus is dead, &c. 
Of foure principall things handled in this 
book: the firſt whereof, is, that the friends 
and louers of God do die aſwell as others, 
wherein is ſhewed,firſt, that death is inci» 

dent vnto all men liuing. 

Secondly the cauſes of death,wnich are 3. 
the ſentẽce of god, the courſe of gods pro- 
uidence and will: and the corruption of 
mans ficſh , which muſt bee altered and 
changed. 
Thirdly the notes which ariſe from this do- 
ctrine, firſt the ſeuerity of gods iuſtice a- 
gainſt 17 Secondly the mercye of god to- 
wards his children, vnto whom death is a 
paſſage to life. 

Thirdly that death is an aduantage or gain 
vnto vs. 
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The ſecond principall thin g heere treated 

of is this, that when our friends and faith ( 
full people die and depart from vs, there is 
cauſe of heauineſſe vnto vs: where is ſhewd 
firſt, by examples in the ſcripture, that the 
vſe of the godlye hath be ene to mourne at 
ſuch times. 

Secondly the cauſes of mourning in reſpect 
of our ſelues, in re ſpect of them, and in re- 
ſpect of others. 

Thirdly how we are to mourne, viz. nei- 
ther too much nor too little, but in meaſure 
and with diſcretion, as the party dead is 
more or leſſe worthy. 
Laſtly is ſhewed the notes of this doctrine 
which artheſe 2. Firſt, that theywho mourn 
not at all at the death of their friends, ſeem 
altogether void of naturall affection. 
Secondly that they do ill who mourne ex- 
ceſſiuely, in which pointe is declared who 
they ar that may be thought to mourne ex- 
ceſſiuely, & how Chriſtias, forthe hopes ſake | 
ofthe reſurrection which they profes, muſt. 
labor againſt ſorow, & at any hand forbear 
to offend in this kind. 

The thi'd principal thing treated of in this 
book, is this, that death is not to bee feared 


where is ſhewed, that three things cheef- 
lie 
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ly make death ſearefu!!: the loſſe men ſuſ- 
taine by it, the paine of it, & the euil which 
doth follow it. 

Secondly it is anſwered concerning the 
righteous, that the former things which 
make death f arefuil,are not tobee feared 
of them:firſt beccuſe death is a debt which u 
we owe vnto god, and it is reaſon we ſhold 
be cõtẽt with it. For in reſpect of God it is 
juſt, both in that he may do what pleaſeth 
him, & in that it is deſerued of vs. Second- 
ly whenſocuer it cometh, it is by his will & 
appointmente, who knoweth and not wee 
whither life or death bee better for vs. 
Secondly it is ſnewed that the pain ofdeath 
is not to be feared: firſt becauſe it is ſuffera- 
ble as it is declared by examples of men, 
who in the ſtrength of nature haue contẽ- 
ned it: but much more of the martirs in the 
primitiue church, ho endured all kind of 
ſteange torturs that could bee deuiſed, ioy- 
fully for the name of chriſt, 2. It is decla- 
red, that albeit the paine of death were in- 
ſufferable, yet is it ſhort and may pas with. 
out ſence as it ſno ulde ſeeme, or feeling of 
any paine at all, or very little. 

Thirdly it is ſhewed that the ſuſpicions of 
euill, great and ynſpeakable which followe 
death 
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deth concerne not the righteous, but the 
vnrighteous, for who there is no comfort, 
or ought any to be giue: butfor the righre 
ons it is ſaid, that death] is either anend of al 
miſery vnto him, as euẽ the Atheiſt, carnall 
& vnregenerat mull be forced to confes:or 


ginning of allhappines,as we be- 
leeue & profes, who haue learned Chriſt, 
Fourthly it is ö ſhewd, that notwithſtading 
this which hath been . aid, in regard of the 
mfirmity of the fleſh ſuſpitions and feares, 
ariſe in the minds of the beſt, as either in re 
gard that our nature abhorres death, or M 
regard that our faith is weake againſt the 
fear of death which is incidẽt to our nature 
it is ſhewed that faith only ci cõfort vs: but 


it is the be 


that faith is weak, it is declared, both in re - 


gard of the things belecued & of thedoubts 
which our minds do caſt , whither they be- 
long to vs or noe, Againſt the firſt, the only 
remedy ſhewd, isfrequẽt meditatiõ & exer 
ciſe in the . & cõſtãt te ſolutiõ with our 
ſelus & opiniõ touching the infallible truth 
of it. Againſt the 2 doubt, viz: whither the 
promiſes of god concering eternal life be- 
log vnto vs or no: the remedy is an exact 
examining ofour ſelues, firſt whither wehate 
the ff * of god or no, Secody whither we 
haue 
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gaue walked accord ing to the ſpirit, or no 
whither we haue the ſpirit of God or no: it 
is ſhewed that wee ſhall know, firſt by his 

ower, which we feel within vs; & Secõdl 

y his work which he doth effect in vs:that 
the power of the ſpirit may bee felt & per- 
ceived within vs, it is ſhewd by teſtimonies 
out of the ſcriptures & of ſome fathers, the 
work of the ſpirit is declared to bee of two 
ſorts, viz, faith & loue, wher it is ſhewd how 
this true faith may be diſcerned frõ falſe, & 
what it is, & wherby to be known:thework 
of loue is declared to be of 2. ſorts, either to- 
wards god, or towards man. Cõcerning the 
loue of god, it is ſaid that there is a fals loue 
& there is a true, and how the true may be 
diſcerned: concerning charity or the loue of 
men, it is ſnewed, that ther is a true & feruct 
charity , and a falſe & cold charity, & how 
the true may bee knowne, 

The Second examination of our ſelues is 
ſhewed to bee in this, whether wee haue 
walked inthe ſpirit or no:where is ſhewed 
firſt that this is a certain argument thatwe 
belong vnto chriſt Secondly that we muſt 
not walk in the fleſh: & thirdly wherin the 
true trial & touchſtone of our walking and 
examination in this point doch confilt, 
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5. The concluſion of this point is gathered 
from the premiſles, how we ſhould knowe 
whether we belong to Chriſt or no, 

Laſtly the notes and obſeruations ar three 
firſt chat death is not ſimply euill, but in a 
kind Secondly that it is not to be feared 
Thirdlye that the beſt remedy againſte it 
is long before to thinke and meditate, and 
prepare againſt it. 

The fourth principall thing treated of in 
this booke, is this, that they who dy ſhall 
againe be raiſe d to life, when the reſurrecti. 
on of our bodies is e firſt by ſcrip- 
ture, Secondly by reaſon. Thirdly by exam 
ples: and laſtiy by teſtimonies of the beſt 
learned of all ſects and times. For teſtimony 
of ſcripture it is ſnewed, that all the Bible 
doth confirme it, notwitſtanding ſom few 
places which are molt expres and plain are 
recited 
The reaſons which ar vſed to confirm the 
re ſurrection of our bodies are divers, but a. 
monelt other 3 are cheefe, Firſt becauſe 
chriff is riſen: Secondly becauſe the ſpirite 
of chriſt dwelleth in vs, cueninour bodies 
Thirdly becauſe wee have beleeued in god 

The examples which ſhe we the reſur- 


rection of our bodies, are of two ſottes, in 
like 


o 
- 
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and his Apoſtles did teach it, that the mar- 
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like and in the ſame kind: in like, as paſtand 
preſent. paſt, as the creation of the worlde, 
the making of man, his propagation and 
pre ſeruation: pre ſent, as the example of the 
muſt ird ſee de, of the corne which is ſowed, 
and of all things which growe out of the 
earth, which in the winter ſeem dead, and 
when the ſpring commeth ,reuiue againe. 
Examples in the ſame kind,which do ſhew 
the reſurrectiõ are diuerſe, the dead which 
haue been raiſed to life, whereof we haue 
teſtimony both in the olde and new teſta- 
ment. 

Laſtly, the teſtimonies which do confirm 
the reſurrection, are not of the Iew onely, 
but of the Gentile alſo, and that before 
Chriſt and ſince, where is ſnewed that a- 
mongſt che Gentils were certaine prophets 
called Sibills, who liued aboue a thouſand 
yeeres before Chriſt, who did prophecy of 
the day of doom, and reſurrection to iudg- 
ment,aad that ZoroaiFres a great Magitian 
and auncient Aſtronomer, 7 heopomprs, the 


Stoicks, Plato, and the Aſtrologers, with all 


the auncient learned Gentiles, did affirme 
and think, that there ſhoulde bee areſur- 
rection or reſtol ing of all things: that chriſt 
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tyrs with their bloud did confirme it, and 
now all chriſtians beleeue it, in which reſ- 
pect it is declared, that it ſnould bee moſt 
yndoubtedly maintained & beleeued. 

The notes or obſeruations from the aſſu- 
red knowledge and confirmation of this 
doctrine, touching the reſurrection of our 
bodies, they are three · Firſt that the magna- 
nimity and courage of a true Chriſtian, is 
incomparable, ſuch as the heathen, who 
knew not Chriſt, did admire, but coulde by 
no meanes attaine vnto it. 

Secondly, that the ſtudye and care of a 
Chriſtian ſhould be this only, to make ſure 
this, that he doth pertain to Chriſt, 
Thirdly and laſtly, ſo doing he ſhal be aſſu- 
red that death is no loſſe, but an aduantage 
vnto him. 

The concluſion of all is, that ſeeing we 
muſt die, that all is vain, and that the world 
is to be contemned of vs, and ſeeing that 
we ſhall riſe again: that we ſeeke the king- 
| dom of God,and with all violence ſtriue to 
ö enter into it.

An ſo indeed it is teſtified moſt plainly in 
the third verſeof this chapter, where it is 
laid, his ſiſters Martha and Mary, ſeut vn · 
to Thuſt,ſaytug.Le2d beholve,he whom 
B thou 
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thou loueſt is ſick: # in the; verſe,on this 
maner, Teſts loued Martha and her ſiſter 
and Lazarus. Lazarus then whom chzi(lt 
loued alſs, was lick, And in tender lone, 
the ſiſters ſent woꝛde vnto chꝛiſt being 
abſent that he was ſick, nhom both they 
and hee loued. This ſicknes a man wold 
haue thought cold not bee vuto death fo; 
it was not to be thought, but Chziſt who 
could haue made he ſhold not haue died, 
as it is Iohn 11.37. would, becauſe he lo- 
ued him and his ſiſters, moſt dearly, who 
did entreate foz him. Notwithſtandinge 
it fell out otherwiſe, koz as it is /ſay 55,8, 
my thoughts ar not your thoughts ſaith 
the Lo2de.Chyiſte therefoze ſtaieth, and 
delapeth, when he hearde hee was ſicke, 
till hee was dead, and then hee pꝛepareth 
to goe vnto him:to ſignify vnto vs thele 
two thinges. F irſte that hee oftentimes 
deferrerh to helpe til there be moſt great 
neede of it. And lecondly hee is able to 
helpe, bee the caſe neuer lo deſpezate 
when Martha therfoze and Mary ſozrowd, 
foz the death ok their brother, as it is verl 
19, hee dꝛewe neere to them to comkozꝛte 
them and he raiſed Lazarus to like, who

KTiben hee 
was lick hee woulde not goe, albeit they 
ſent vnto him, and why. as he ſaieth to his 
mother Mary, Iobn, 12,4, Nondum venit 
hora mea, Mine howre is not pet come. 
Now ſaith hee J goe and why? Vadit, et 
venit cum vult, ee goeth and hee cometh 
when he will, Cantic: 27 ,J charge you 
that pe ſtir not vp, noz waken my Loue, 
vntill he pleaſe.

though it can not bee denied, but that 
the panges of death are berp greate: pet 
ar they lufferable. Oz if they be not ſuffe- 
rable, vet are they ſhoꝛt. T hey are (uffe- 
rable;foz as one lapeth, this is one [pe ci» 
all helpe and comfozte againſt all kinde 
of greefe, Intelligere humana omnia feren- 

da efſe;to vnderſtand and thinke, that all 
thinges, whatſoeuer map happen vato 


man, are and may be (ſuffered, and bozne of 


man. Fo what ſoꝛrow oꝛ greefe is there, 
in this, oꝛ that kinde oktozment, æ death; 
which man hath not ſuffered, and that 
without complainte oz lamenfation wil: 
lingly?Marius, an excellent Romaine, be- 
ing diſeaſed in his legges, ſuffered the 
ſurg eau to cut and mangle his fleſh, and 
neuer did lo much as grone, oz ſig h, oz ſtir 
fo2 it. Arceſilaus, a hiloſopher being pat- 


ned excecedingly with the goute, as 
e 
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hee ſawe Carneades his frende, who was 
p2eſent with him, ſozp fo2 his paine, hee 
ſpake to him in this manner: None harm 
Carneades, for it comes not hit her; 
pointing to his hearte: meaning that his 
hearte was whole & ſounde, and though 
his pain wer greeuous, pet was it able to 
bear it. Poſſidonius a Philoſopher, being 
fickeat the hearte, when Pompey the 
greate came to viſit him, hee treated moſk 
excellently vpon this pointe to ſhew vn- 
to him: That there was no miſery oꝛ 
patne tn this wozld vuſafferable oz euill: 
and as hee diſputed, the very pangs and 
ſozrows of greefe and death tozmenting 
him, Quid agis dolar?ſaith hee, O ſoꝛzow 
what meaneſt thou to vexe me? Quam- 
uis {is moleſtus, nunquam te confitebor 
efle malum, greeuous thou art J conkeſſe 
but vniufferable and euill J will neuer 
confeſſe that thou art. Cato Vticenſis 
becauſe hee thought, and did verily be- 
leeue,that after this life there was a bet 
ter, hee wounded himſelfe ts death with 
a lwoꝛde; and Cleombrotus a ſcholler of 


| Plato, dꝛounde himſelke inthe lea fo; the 


verp (ame cauſe. C Ubereby wee lee, that 
the paine ol death is not ſo prkſome bon 
intolle-

intollerable,but that theſe coulde con- 
temne it, and offer themſelues vnto it. 
It was an vle among the Lacedemoni- 
ans, vpon the altar ok Diana, to beate 
and ſcourge their childzen with whipps, 
which they did in aſacrifice vnto Dia. 


na; ſuperſtitiouſlp ſuppoſing. that it was 
religious aud acceptable. And ſuch in- | 
utncible courage and paftence was in | 


the mindes ofthoſe boyes,that (as Eraſ- 


mus in a place ſayth of them) frequenter | 
durant ad mortem vſque, hilares ac læti, 
thep continue oktimes merry and joyful | 
euen vnto death: concertantes inter ſeſe de | 
victoria, ſtriuing among themſelues fot | 
this victoꝛy, quis ipſorum diutiſſimè for- 
tiſſimeque toleraret verbera, which of ; 
them coulde endure t ſuffer ſttipes moſte 
long, moſt pat ientlpy: herein may ap- 
pe ar, that againſt pain the molt extream, | 
euen in theſe tender peares, i a man haue 
a mind pꝛepared and hardned, it map bee 
bozn,it may be ſuffced. Cleopatra, Queen 
of Aegypt:and wike to Antonp, ok very 
purpole clapt two ſerpents to her papps | 


that they might ſting her to death, Ik a

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the ght wherok did moe tozmente, then 
the anguiſh ok it: ar not we nice and effe⸗ 
minate who feare, and are afraid of it:

ciſione gladii mortui ſunt, Hebr,z1, 37, 
They where ſtoued , they were hewen

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the Apoſtle James the brother of John, 
who was ſlain by Herod, Acts, 1 2, 2, and 
Peter, æ Paule · whõ Nero ſlew,as Hiſto 
ties reco2d: & ofthe reſt who wer killed 
ſome after one lot, ę ſom after another. 
But eſpecially this contempt of the pain 
of death, dooth appeare in the martyrs of 
the primit iue church, who albeit the cru- 
ell tyꝛants that then lined in the wozlde 
iuuented all kinde of ſtrange tozmentes 
and crueltpes, to keare g aſtoniſhe them, 
pet they did not dreadthem, but willing ly 
offred themſelnes to ſuffer and endure 
them. Alii, (ſatth one )ferro perempti, alii 
flammis exuſti.alii flaoris verberati, alii 
vectibus perforati, alii patibulo cruciati, 
alii demerſi pelago, alii viui decoriati, alii 
vinculis mancipati,alii linguis priuati, alii 
lapidibus obruti, alii frigore afflicti, ali fa- 
me cruciati. t, Some were killed with 
the ſwo2d, ſome burnt to aſhes, ſom ſcour 
ged & whipped, ſom ſplitted, lom hanged, | 
ſom dzownd in p ſea, ſom flead aliue, ſom 
boũd, lem depziued ok their tögues, ſome 
ſtoned, ſom ſtarued wcold,ſom wich hun- 
ger. others mangled in their bodies, ba- 
uing theire handes, oz feete, and partes ok 
theire bodyes cut ok; And all theſe wh 
wil- 
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willinglp,thep gaue themſelues to it, nor 
regarding the paine of death, noe not the 
moſt cruel torments of it :that could by 
any meanes bee deuiſed, By theſe exam- 
ples then it appeares that the paine of 
death is not inſufferable,but if a man har 
den himlelke, and his minde againſte it, 
God hath and doth at all times make it 
kollerable, and to bee hozne, enen of the 
nature ok man. All pain, laith one, it is 
{ citherlictle, moderate, oz very greate: 
ik it be little, it hath ofttimes eaſe, oz is 
verp light, ik moderate a man map beare 
and endure it. Ik very great, death maks 
an end ok it,; The ſharpeſt paine that is if 
a man conſider, that it toucheth the fleſh, 
not the ſpirite: and killeththe body, as 
Cbziũ ſpeaketb, Math, 10, 28, not the 
ſoule, it is not very grecuous,if wee can 
baue ſtrength to contemne and endure 
it. Anaxarchus a hiloſopher, was by Ni- 
cocreon,a tyrant, and Rings of Cipzus, 
put into a great moꝛter of ſtone, and there 
in it beaten and pounced with Jron 
peſtels, which fozment aud paine luffe⸗ 
ring patiently, beeſaideon this manner, 
Tunde, Tunde, Anaxarchi carnes, & oſſa, 
Anaxarchum nequaquam lzdes; Bounce 

E 2, and 
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beate the fleſh # bones of Anararchus, 
Anararchushimfelfe viz:the mind of A- 
naxar chus which is al tn al:nã animus cu- 
iusqʒis eſt quiſque; the ſoule it is the man, 
thts ſaith he, cãnot be hurt, But ſuppoſe 
the pain of deth inſuffer able, y we haue 
not, as theſe excellent ſpir ita had, ſtrͤgth 
to endure the exttem pãgs q ſozrows ther 
ol; Aby yet cõſider this, p it is but ſhozt. 
Fez veth it ſelfe, p is the diſlolution & de- 
parture ok the ſoul trõ the body, tbie is but 
a twich in a verp momkt in an hour, in a 
night. in a dap. oʒ two atpmotit, Me ſhal 
comonly lee, that men oz women, who ar 
ſicke vnto the death as Ezechias, was

bee, this ablcneſſe of theirs to ſpeake 


and anſwere quietlp , Cheweth, tba

to ſpeake mine opinion { thinke rhat |

Yea, 
they haue coutemned it, & ſuffced the ſae 
without 6— that moſt gladly 

Beſides 
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Belides that it is hozte and paſſed in a 
moment, and therefoze were it neuer ſo 
ſharpe it is but as a pꝛicke, which is no 
ſooner kelt, but it is gone. Laſtly, that it 
is oftimes and foꝛ the moze part no paine 
at all, oz at leaſt verplittle. In all theſe 
reſpects the paine ok death, which ſeemes 
ſo extreame and hoꝛrible, is little to bee 
regarded, oz to be feared of vs. Againſt 


the thirde and laſt cauſe of the feare of

If any 
man hane not the lpirite of Chziſte, che 
ſame is not his, And this is the ſirſt waye 
and meane to know; whether the ſpirite 
be in vs oz no:viz, the inſpiration, fozce 
and power ok it, which we feele and per- 
ceiue within vs. 

Secondly we may know, whether the 
ſpirit bee in vs 02 no; by the wozke of it 
which is of two ſoztes, the wozke of faith, 
and the wozke of lone, The wezke of 
faith, Actes, 15, 9. ſpeaking ok the gentils 
the Apoſtle, Peter, (aith , that the holy 
ghoſt by faith, had purikped theire hearts 
Actes. 15, 9 therein lignifying that faith 
was his wozke, The wozke ok loue. 1, 
John, 4, 7. euerp one that loueth, is bozne 
of God, kor lone cometh of God;thereby 
declaring, that lone is the wozke ofthe

walked accoꝛzding to the ſpirite oz noe. 
Foz this the Apoſtle Paul ſetteth downe 
as a true and cer taine and enident note, 
and marke oz argumente, that wee are 

in Chzʒiſt Jeſus;that is bis verye diſci- 
ples indeed. Foz lo he ſaith;Rom:8, I, ther 
is no condemnation to them that are in 
Ch1ift Jeſus; which walk not after the 
fleſh; but after the Spirit. There is no 
condemnation to them that are in chziſt 
Jelſus, that is to them that haue the ſpt. 
rit of Chil. Fo2 thay who baue receiued 
bis ſpizit,are his, as wee have ſhewed: 
and as Sainte Johu plainely teffifieth; 
Lohn, 4. 13, Herby know we that we are 
in him, bpcauſe he hath giut vs ok his ſpi 
rit. which walk not after p fleſh, but aftez 
the ſpirit. As ił hee ſhold haue laide, this 
is a molt plaine and euident token, that 
we are in Chꝛiſte Jeſus, to our ſelues, 
and others:if wee walke accozding to 
his Spirit. To walke accozding to the 
ſpirit 
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ſpirit ,is,in our life & walking to b2ing 
fos2th p fruits of p ſpirit the ſpirit is c6- 
trary to. the fleſh: Gal 5-17, ik babe

And agatne the wicked and. bypocrites 
terme haue the kruttesok the ſpir ite, 
The childzen of God doe the wozkes of 
the fleſh: fo ſoe wee reade. Genel, 8, 21, 
Noahoffended in dronckennes, Loth in 
inceſt, Genes, 18.3 3, Dauid in Adultery 
and murder, 2, Sam, 1 1, 4, Salomon in, J. 
dolatry, 1, Kings, 11,4, and Divers ſuch 
like, Tothis J anſwere that it cannot 
be denied, but the children ol god haue & 
doe ſometimes euen greate ſinnes, as 
well as the wicked, but rhe difference 
as 


the fleſh are adultery, fornica- 
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ag due noteth is this they ſinne tardius, 
et curantur ocyus; t hat is they ſiune fel 
dome, and are recouered quickly again. 
Ther ſinne leldome, fo; looke through 
the book of god. and per ſhall neuer kind 
that anpe ofthe ſaints and childzen of 
God, baue ſinned at any time, in manye 
greate crimes, oz in anpe one lung, oz 
oftentimes, Againe they are recoue- 
red quickelp; Foz albeit the deuill 
mape pꝛeuaile to tempte oz dꝛawe the 
hearte ofa iuſte and godly man; te ſome 
greate and egreevous trime; bycauſe 
wee are all, pea the beſte ot bs, ret» 
ched and pꝛone to finne: Romanes; 
7,24. Pet 88 an holy father ſaith ; Cor 
ati, illius beſtiæ fntium non eſt: that ts, 
the hart of a godlp mar; a childe of Gov, 
doth not ſuffer pbeaff, viz: the devill, ſg 
to pꝛeuaile with it, that it (hold rauſe it 
10 tontinne 02 abide in any inne, a» 
gainſte conſcience, which it noweth 
to bee euill. |} 

Therekoze the wiſe manfaleth, 'Pro- 
uerbes, 24:16; The iuſt man kalleth 
but hee riſeth again: that is, albeit 
bee ſinne, and that greeuouflye , as 
the beſt of gods Saintes haue vone;yet 


be 
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he doth remember himſelfe quicklpe, and 
repent, and amend it. Foz otherwiſe, 
as an holy father ſapth: Chriſtianus, qui 
faciat peccatum, & non pænitet de pec- 
cato; falſus eſt Chriſtianus: That chi- 
ſtian man oz woman, which commit- 
teth anp knowne ſinue, and is not ſozpe 
fo; it afcerwarde, no2 dooth amende it; 
bee oz ſhee whatſoener,is not a true ch2i- 
ſtian oz dilctple of Chziſte, but a verpe 
hypocrite anda diſlembler. That mape 
ſuffice ko an aunſwere vnto that doubte. 
Now fo2 the other, that ofteutimes the 
bery wicked and repꝛobate ſeem to haue 
the fruits of the Spirit. Jaunſwer, that 
it is very true; Foz lo, wee know Judas, 
ſeuen vntill the time that hee betraped 
Ch2ift)ſeented as good an A pole, as the 
reſt · Iohn 13, 22, And ſaint Chryſoſtome 
ſapth,very plainly ⁊᷑ tzuly in this behalt: 
Omnes virtutes quas ſerui Dei habent in 
veritate, ſerui Diaboli poſſunt habere in 
in ſimulatione That is, all thoſe 
virtues and kruites of the holye Spi. 
rite , which the ſeruauntes of God 
haue in trueth, the ſernantes of the 
'diuell map haue in ſhew. 5 
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But notwithſtanding, tbere are two 
kindes ok differences ehe one is inward, 
that is in the quality of. the hart; the o- 
ther is outward, chat is in the vniner⸗ 
ſality ofthe wozke. Inthe heart, Sæpè 
(ſaith a holy father ) juſti & iniuſti dicta 
aut facta habent ſimilia, ſed ſemper cor 
corum eſt d iſſunile. Jul men and vniuſt 
baue oftentimes like ſapiuges, oz like 
deeds, but their hart is alwapes moſte 
vnlike · Foz that which the wicked doe, 
they doe it to this end, to be ſeene ol men 
math, 23,5. All their woꝛks they do to be 
ſeen of men: That is. chat they map be 
reputed holp in the. wozlde. Butchat 
which the godly dne, they doe of pure de⸗ 
uotion aud loue towardes God, acco?- 
ding ta that of the Apoltlez Amor chriſt 
cogit.nos,Thelogeof Chaiſt conffraineth 
vs'Aud this is that, which God death rel- 
pect, and not the other. Foz, as it is, 1, 
Sam, 16, 7, God ſeeth not as man leeth; 
Foz man lookes on the outward appea- 
rance,but the Lo2d beholdeth the heart 
This is one difference therfoze, where- 
by the true deſciple is diſcerned from the 
Pypocrite; viz, by the the heart-But this 
note o difference is inward and kyown 
£9 
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to God ,and our ſelues only:foz the hart 
of man is hidden Peter, 334, viz:ſecret, g 
no man knowech it: but the Spirite of 
man, that is in him:1 , Corinth, 2, 11. aud 
God, who is greater, ben the heart and 
knoweth all things, 1. Joh. 3, 20, Ther is 
another difference then, betwixt the true 
dilciple and the hipoczite, moe open and 
manikeſt; and — is in the woz ke it ſelf 
which is wzoughte and doone by them, 
Foz, pe ſhall find, that the bypocrite, al- 
beit hee doe many good thinges, pet hee 
leaues out ſome, in ſome one oz other 
be halts, he offendetb, he ſinneth in thts 
02 in that; as Naaman ſpake,2, Kinges, 
5,18:the Low be merciful. That is, ſom. 
thinge which hee oughte to doe, hee doth 
notz but againſt his conſcience flattereth 
himſelfe, ſaping in his hart, God wil foz- 
giue me, though J ſinne fn this kinde, oz 
in that. So Saul, when he was com- 
manded to deſtroy all Amalech, ſaued A- 
gagz and the beſt of the ſheepe and oxen, 
that were in it, 1, Sam, 15,9, So Jebu; 
albeit hee did that was righte vnto the 
bouſe of Ahab:yet hee departed not from 
the ſinnes ok Jeroboam, 2:Kings: 10, 31, 
we Judas, albeit hee was an Ipoltle, 
any 
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and did pꝛeache, and doe miracles, as the 
reſt: Math. 10.4: het as it is John, 12, G:hee 
was a theefe. So Herod, though he did 
many things well, Mark 6. z oꝛpet in 
the caſe of Herodias, he would doe as he 
tif, So, ſtnallp the poung man in the 
Goſpell,whs had liue d ſo vpright v good 
a like, Match, 19, 20, when hee was com- 
maunded to fozſake all, there he brake 
off. Thus, in the hypocrite, there is ſome 
ſinne 02 other, which reigneth, and wher 
in be coatinueth:and dooth flatter him. 
ſelfe,albeit hee know it to bee euill⸗ And 
this is a certain and euident note, and to- 
ken ok hypocriſie. Foz other wile, the god · 
ly man that dooth lone righteoulneſſe, 
and hate ſinne purely and fruely indeed: 
Rom, &, i o, though hee haue many inſtr- 
mitie s, and ſinne very much; pet, it is 
not with che will, but thzougb fratltye 
and raſhneſſe,o2 ſuch like cauſe:Rom,7, 
19:He doth not contiune in any thing, he 
knoweth to be ſinne. Happily bee may 
continue 02 abide in ſom ſtune he know- 
eth not, as beeing ignozant and decet- 
ted : But, as it is leremie 31,19:after 
bee is inſtructed, when hee vnderſtands 
hee lmiteth vppon his chighe ; that ts, 

be 
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bee repentes and ameuds it kaozthlwith. 
Foz elſe, as our Saviour Chꝛiſt ſapth 
Math: 5, 19, he that bzeaketh one oftheſe 
leaſt commaundements, hee ſhall be cal- 
led the leaſt in the kingdom of heanen. 
that is.he that bꝛeaketh chem witting⸗- 
le and willing, and continueth fo doo lo, 
wit heut repentaunce, and amendmente. 
Foz, as S. lames ſapeth, Iames 4, 17, to 
him that knoweth bow ta doo well, and 
doth it not, to him it is ſiune. This then 
(we lay) is an euident note ot hypocriſie 
in whomloeuer, be hee other wile neuer 
ſo learned, o ſeeme he neuer ſo holpe; ik 
hee continue to offend oz ſinne in anye 
grolle manner, and amend not, beeing 
admoniched and that ſpeediipe. So 
ſayth an holye Father, Omne bonum 
quod fit propter Deum, in omnibus 
rebus æqualiter obſeruatur : vbi au- 
tem in omnibus rebus æqualiter non 
obſeruatur, bonum illud fit propter ho- 
mines. hen we do the good things 
that wee doo, with an hearte trnelp 
deudated vnto God; then wee o- 
beye , in all thinges which God 
commaundeth, accozding to our know- 
ledge , and to the vttermoſte of our 

power 
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powe2.But,vhen we doe not ſo, but wee 
doo ſome things commaunded, and ſome 
things we will not doe, though wee bee 
admoniſhed, it appeares plainely, (ſayth 
that father) that we ar not true diſciples, 
but very bppocrites. Mob then, concer- 
ning this point, ik we woulde knowe as 
gainſt this temptation( which may ariſe 
at the houre of death in our hearts, how 
to pꝛooue and trie sur ſelues, whether we 
bethoſe, vnto whome the promiſes of 
God, concerning the good thinges to 
come, appertaine oꝛ no:we mult enter in · 
to our barts, and ſee whether wee haue 
the ſpirit of Chziſt oz no. UUIbich(as J 
haue ſhewed we ſhall know, by the pow- 
er and (weetnes of the holy inſpirations 
thereof within vs, and by the guifte of 
faith aud full allurauce in our hearts, of 
Gods mercy andloue,touched with ſoz. 
row fo our ſinnes, and filled with iope, 
and hope, and ſtrong conſolation in god 
and endued with pure zeale towardes 
Sod, and keruent chazity towards men, 
Ce mult conſider allo, ( fo2 our better 
and moſt ſure direction in this caſe,that 
we may by no maanes be deceiued, whe- 
ther wee have walked accowing to the 

ſpirif 
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ſpirit 02 no: As in fo2laking the wozks 
pf the fleſh, which either we haue not at 
all, oz very ſeldome, committed and don: 
oꝛ, i we haue committed them, we haue 
repentes vs of them: And in bzinging 
kooꝛth the fruits of the ſpirite, in obedi- 
ence towards God, ac coꝛding to the foꝛm 
of doctrine, and inſtruction recetued; not 
ſeeking p2aiſe ok men, and wholy with a 
true deart, endeuduring though in weak 
neſle and imperkection, pet truly and con. 
ſfantly,fo kecpe,not one but all the com- 
mandements,vtz:the whole wil of chziſt 
Iftheſe hinges bee in vs truely,thongh 
in neuer ſo greate weaknes let us aſſure 
our lelues againſte auy doubte oz tem- 
tacion that may ariſe in our heartes to 
the contrary, that wee are the true dil- 
tiples and leruants of Chziſt Jeſus. Ik 
theſe be not in vs, let vs not deſpaire, but 
pꝛap inſtauntlpe vnto God foozthwith, 
euen at the hour ok death, that they may 
be in vs. For it is certaine, i we haue not 
(mark my woꝛdes) hardned our Heartes, 
and deferred to repente and turne vnto 
bim in our like time, vpon pꝛeſumption of 
his mercy,at the houre ok deach: ik wee 
haue not thus doone J (ap, (ler God 
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koꝛbid ) though it be euen at our Taſte eud- 
dabit ille, ſi nos non negligimus poſtulare: 
ik we alke; God will giue the holy ghoſt 
who ſhall woꝛke in vs mightylp, al theſe 
holp vertues, wherby we ſhal receine al- 
ſured comkoꝛte in our ſoules p we are his 
children, and ſonnes: to conclude in a 
woꝛde, wee ſay againſt the feare of death 
in thele thꝛee kinds;the los of our goods 
the paine of it, aud the ſuſpicion of enills 
which may kollowe it, that, none of theſe 
ought to trouble oz mooue the hart of a 
godly ma-not the loile of goods fo2 they 
ar lent, and muſt be rendred to him that 
gaue them. No los therkoꝛe is it to looſe 
that wee neuer had, that neuer was our 
obne, that we euer knew, we coulde not 
keep, not the paine of death, fot it is but 
a pꝛick at an inſtant, which is no looner 
keltzbut it is paſt, and many as wee haue 
Hewed, haue contemned it Finally not 
the ſuſpicions of any euill that map fol. 
low:foꝛ it is certaine, che true diſciple of 
chꝛiſte hall eyther reſt, and bee euer free 
from all pain, and miſery, oz entoy euer. 

laſtingly all glory and felicity, 
Pere note three thinges , fprſte that 
death is not ſimply enill, and in it oe 
ut 
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but in akiude-Seconvly ,that if is not 


to bee feared of vs, but rather deſiren 
thirdly that the beſte zemedp againſte 


the keare of it, is long before to medi.

him. When Old Elp heard a judgment 
pꝛouounced moit terribly againſte him 
h me bis houſe,by the mouth of Samu- 
ell; vnto whom god had appeared, hee 
was not much tronbled at it: but an- 
ſweres quietly thus, Dominus, eſt 1, 
Sam, 3, 1g, it is the Lozd, :as if he ſhold 
haue ſaid the word is ſharpe aud gree- 
nous: but it is from god, and therefoze it 
can not bee cuill vnto me:it can not hurt 
me.Tthen Job was tmpouetiſhed and vn 
don at an inſtant, he laide on this maner 
Dominus dedit, dominus abſtulit, the loꝛd 
hath taken, Job, 1.21, as if hee ſhoulde 
baue ſaide, ſeeing it is bis wozke, J 
will bee content: for though it ſceme o-

oꝛdinarp there is the difference, there is 
the difficulty, Theſe ar the exãyles paſt 
the creation ok the wozide, the making 
of man, and his pꝛopagation and pꝛeſer- 
nation, in all which appeareth the won- 
derfull wozke of God; and vnto vs, it is 
plain enough, that it is aseaſy fo him to 
raiſe our bodies being deade to like, as 
itt is to doe any of theſe thinges afozena- 
med, which hee hath alreadpe done and 
| dalely doch in our epes and ſight. There 
a are other examples of the like kinde, 
which are pꝛeſent and knowne, and to 
be conſidered euen of the moſt fimple,as 
of the muſtarvſecde,ofthe wheat cozne, 
and of all thinges in the time of winter, 
which ſeem then to be vtterly dead and 
withered,yet when t he ſpꝛing commeth, 
they reuine and flouriſh: The muſtarde 
ſeed Chꝛiſt ſaith Math.

But ſo was 
Plinie ouercome, with admiration ok the 
woꝛzkes of nature, that he bzeakes out 
into this manner offpeech,ſaying mihi 
intuenti, rerum natura ſuaſit, vt nihil in- 
ctedibile exiſtimarem de ea: that is, the 
wozkes ok nature are ſuch, ſo woonder- 
full, J ſpeake vpon mine owne know- 
ledge and p2oofe, who haue ſearched di- 
ligently into the lame, that there is no- 
thing can bee ſayde,o2 thought of them, 
ſo ſtraunge and impoſſible, which may 
not bee beleeued : if then the wozkes of 
nature bee fo miraculous , much moze 
the God of nature: fo quicquid eſt as 
one ſaith, potentia dei minus eſt; that is, 
all the wozldezit is but as a litle (park 
of his power, as a little aſſay, as one 
wozke onelpe. John 7.21. as a dꝛoppe 
of a buckette, )ſaiah 40. 15 .But inthe 
Latter daye , hee (hall ſhewe himſelke, 
bee {hall come to bee gloriſied, and bee 
maruetlons , 2.

Acts, 10,40, Finally our ſaviour C hꝛiſte 
was raiſed from the dead Acts: 2, 3 23 All 
thele examples doe onely pzooue and ar⸗ 
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gue the telurrection of the deade, that ie 
it ts poſſible with God , howeloeuer it. 
may ſeeme impoſſible vnto man, tha 
it is likelie and map bee, yee certain aud 
will bee ,bycauſe god who is able to doe 
it, hath ſaid it: numbers, 23: 19. but they do 
alſo demonſtrate and ſhew plainely cuen 
to the eyes and earcs ok men that the 
dead may e ſhalbe raiſed again.

time liued in the woꝛld. Theopompus al- 
ſo, the diſciple and ſcholler of Ariſtotle, 
he taught the lame doctrine;quibus(Ac- 
neas Gazeus inquit ) antiquorum nemo 
contradixit, againſt theſe laith a wziter, 
none of the aunciente Gentiles ſpake oz 
thought otherwiſe. Denique Stoicicon- 
flagrationem mundi certa poſt ſæcula fore 
opinabantur, conſummationem vulgo di- 
cimus, quam paulo poſt rerum omnium re- 
ſtitutio conſequutura eſſet. The Sto- 
ickes they were ok opinion, that afrer 
certaine ages, the wozld ſhould be con- 
ſumed with ſtre, which they call a con- 
lümation oꝛ end: after which ſhould im. 
mediatly kollowe a reſtauration ok all 
things in their former ate. Plato etiam 
dierte animas in Corpus redituras tradit- 
Plato plainely affirmes, that the ſon les 
ok men ſhoulderctourn again vnto their 
bodies.

gers, they heldchat when the ſtarrs came 
to a certaine period, after many thou- 
land peeres, then all things ſhold bee re- 
ſtored: which opinion al beit it wer vain, 
pet doch it ſhew the generall conſent of 
all foz the moze part, that were learned 
and, wiſe, concerning this pointe , the

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the Apoſtles alſo in line maner; they 
meached the very ſame doctrine, Sa int 
Peter Acts, 3, 19, the time of refreſhingne 
gall come, from the preſence ok the lozd. 
Saint Paul Act 25. 15, the reſarrection 
of dead, ſhall bee both of iuſt and vniuſt. 
Salnt lames 5, 9, the comming ok the 
L.o2d dꝛaweth neere. Saint Peter 2. epiſt: 
3. ro, the day of the Loꝛd will come, as a 
theete in the night, Saint lude, be haulde 
he commeth with thoulãds of his ſaints, 
to cine iudgement, e piſt.verſe 75. Saint 
Iohn Reuel. 1. 7. behold he commeth with 
clouds, and euerp eie ſhal ſee him. In the 
pꝛimit iue church, the chziſtians who pꝛo 
feſſed the Goſpellof Chziſt, did not only 
beleeue the relurrection: but in hope 
thereok they gaue their liues vnto death 
in ſuch ſozts and numbers, that there 
was no cruell death oꝛ toꝛment to be de» 
uſed. oz thought, which ſome of them 
ſuffered not, noz no dape thꝛoughout the 
peer as one laith, excepting one, which is 
the firſt of Ianuary,wherin many thouſav 
martyrs had not loſt their liues: the an- 
cient fathers, who were the moſt excel- 
lent lightesof the wozld, foz learning 
and wiſevome in their time, they did = 

only 
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onelp beleeue the reſurrection, but they 
did continually think ok it, ſpeake of it, & 
wzite of it. So wee reade of Sainte 
Jerome, who ſayeth of himſelfe, that 
whatſoeuer he did, alwayes he thought 
be heardethe ſound of the trump, Surgi- 
re mortui Ariſe pe deade, cc: and ſo in like 
maner we are to conceiue of the reſt. Fi- 
nally wee ſee at this dap, how manye 
thouſand thouſandes Chziſtians there 
are, who beleeue this doctrine. Foz at- 
though at the firſt this doctrine it ſee- 
med ſtrange to many Epicures and pꝛo- 
phane perſons, Acts 17.18. pet now he is 
among(lt vs, a very ſtrange man and lame 
ok his righte wittes, that doth deny it. 
To conclude this pointe then, wee ſee 
that the beſt and moſte wiſe in the wozld 
al waies haue and doe giue teſtimony to 
the reſurrection, alwell the gentil as the 
Tewe,aſwel befo2e chziſt as ſince chziſt, 
aſwell one as another. Though therekoze 
ther be cateruæ contradicentium,troupes 
E companies innumerable, which ſave oꝛ 
thinke otherwiſe, that there is no reſur- 
rection: yea though there bee that ſay, it 
is a childiſh thing to beleeue it, and 
therefoze mocke at it, fo2 ſuch Sainte 
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Heter fo2etelles,there ſhould be in theſe 
latter dates, 2,Peter 3, 3, pet, as one ſaith 
tu verum puta quid Curius, quid Fabritius 
ſenſit, quid ambo Scipia dæ, quid tot bello- 
rum animz , beleeue thou rather that 
which the moſt ercellente and famous 
wittes of the wozld haue thought and be 
leeued, rather then what ignoꝛaunte 92 


carnall men ſay o2 thinke, who beleeue | 


nothing but p thep ſee withtheir fleſhlye 
eies. And thus we ſee to finiſh this point 
thereſurrectton ofonr bodies, wee (ee 
J ape, that it is confirmed vnto vs, firſt 
by ſcʒiptures molt plentikullp, ſecondlpe 
by realons moſt euidentlpe, thirdlye by 
examples moſte ſtronglpe, and laſtlpe 
by teſtimonties, moſte probably. It is 
confirmed by.ſreipture, God, him 
doth allure it. Valde incredullts 
Father, qui deo diffidis, ifthoWWe 
not Hod, thou art very incrediflons,very 
diffident .{t is confirmed by reaſons, 
and therefore if thou beleene not, vnto 
thee ſpeakes the Apoſtle in that very 
woꝛd, 1: Cor. 15,36, Stulte quod ſeminas: 
O foole that which thou ſoweſtzit is not 
quickned,vnleſſe it die, as if hee ſhoulde 
baue ſaidezthat which thou ſoweſt, — | 

doth 
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dothrotte in the earth, thou dolt bee. 
leene and thinke it will quicken & liue 
againc; and why chouldeſt thou not aſ- 
welbbeleeue,that the bodpe being dead 
ſhal liue?

beholve pe deſpiſers and wonder, foz A 
wozke a wozke which pe than not be- 
leeue, if a man Woulde declare it vnto 
pou, not ſo onelpe, but not though pee ſee 
an example, as a very plain ſigne c ſhem 
of itz Finally it is confirmed bp the teſti- 
mon of the (ſages and wiſe of the wozld 
who from time to time baue liued in it, 
aͤnd therefoze ir cannot bee laide, as it is 
lohn 7,48, doth any of the rulers, oꝛof the 
Phariũcs, that is, any who are great, and 
wiſe in the wozld beleeue it? Foz manpe 
ſach hane & doo giue ceſfimony vuro ic, 
not of them that beleenr only, but ot ſuch 
as were very inkidells and idolaters. In 
al theſe reſpects therfo2e,as this doctrin 
is wil ſelke, moſt vndoubteds iukallible
